PORT-OF-SPAIN, TRINIDAD I Defending his 
brand of world politics, President Obama 
said Sunday that he “strengthens our hand” 
by reaching out to enemies of the United 
States and making sure that the nation is a 
leader, not a lecturer, of democracy. 

Obama’s foreign doctrine emerged across 
his four-day trip to Latin America, his first 
extended venture to a region of the world 
where resentment of U.S. power still lingers. 
He got a smile, handshakes and even a gift 


from incendiary leftist leader Hugo Chavez 
of Venezuela, and he embraced overtures of 
new relations from isolated Cuban Presi- 
dent Raul Castro. 

In Washington, both Democrats and 
Republicans said they wanted to see actions, 
not just rhetoric, from Cuba. “Release the 
prisoners and we’ll talk to you. ... Put up or 
shut up,” said Sen. Lindsey Graham, R-S.C. 

Before he even got back to Washington, 
Obama was facing condemnation from 


some Republicans about 
how he dealt with Chavez. 
The president brushed that 
aside, noting that Venezu- 
ela has a defense budget 
about one-six hundredth 
the size of the United 
States’. 

“It’s unlikely that as a 
consequence of me shaking hands or having 
a polite conversation with Mr. Chavez that 
we are endangering the strategic interests 
of the United States,” Obama said, (ap)

Big Banks 
May Need 
More Help 

Obama officials say 
new round of bailouts 
will likely be required 

WASHINGTON I Some big banks will 
need more bailout bucks, Obama 
administration officials said Sun- 
day, although it 
is unlikely the 
government will 
need to take over 
any reeling insti- 
tution, 

“We’re con- 
fident that, yes, 
some are going 
to have very serious problems, but 
we feel that the tools are available 
to address these problems,” senior 
presidential adviser David Axel- 
rod said. 

Regulators now are putting the 
nation’s 19 largest banks through 
tests to determine their ability to 
withstand worsening economic 
conditions. 

The results will help officials 
divide banks into three catego- 
ries: banks that need more capi- 
tal, either from the government or 
private investors; those that are 
healthy; and those that are too 
weak to survive, (ap) 


Magaziue calls 2008 
the worst year ever 
for U.S. compauies 

NEW YORK I Exxon Mobil Corp, 
unseated Wal-Mart Stores Inc. in 
the 2009 Fortune 500 list, shrug- 
ging off the oil price bubble and 
weathering what the magazine 
called the worst year ever for the 
country’s largest publicly traded 
companies. 

Fortune’s closely watched list, 
released Sunday, ranked com- 
panies by their revenue in 2008. 
Irving, Texas-based Exxon took 
in $442,85 billion in revenue last 
year, up almost 19 percent from 
2007. The company also raked in 
the biggest annual profit, earning 
$45.2 billion. 

Bentonville, Ark.-based Wal- 
Mart had held the top spot for 
six of the last seven years but fell 
to No. 2 this year. Still, the retail 
giant’s 2008 revenue climbed 
7 percent to $405.6 billion, as the 
battered economy sent more con- 
sumers searching for bargains. 
The world’s largest retailer took in 
$13.4 billion in annual profit, an 


increase of about 5 percent. 

Although it may have been a 
good year for Exxon and Wal-Mart, 
2008 was far from rosy for most of 
the remaining companies on the 
list. Overall earnings plunged 85 
percent to $98.9 billion from $645 
billion in 2007, the biggest one- 
year decline in the 55-year history 
of the Fortune 500 list. 


“America is getting used to the 
sound of bubbles bursting,” For- 
tune said. 

Among the hardest hit in 2008 
were financial services companies. 
Fortune said. Banks, securities 
firms and insurers took cumulative 
losses of $213.4 billion, accounting 
for almost 70 percent of the total 
dollar decline from the peak year

Survivors of ’99 Colo, 
high school massacre 
are building new lives 

LITTLETON, COLO. I The “boy in the 
window” — who fell bloodied and 
paralyzed into the arms of rescuers 
during the horrifying Columbine 
High School shooting rampage — 
is doing just fine. 

Now 27, Patrick Ireland has 
regained mobility with few linger- 
ing effects from gunshot wounds 
to his head and leg a decade ago. 
He is married and works in the 
financial services industry. His 
mantra: “I choose to be a victor 
rather than a victim.” 

Like Ireland, many survivors of 
the April 20, 1999, massacre have 
moved on to careers in education, 
medicine, ministry and retail. But 
emotional scars still can trigger 
nightmares and recollections of 


gunfire, blood and bodies. 

“People have been able to have 
10 years to reconcile what hap- 
pened and see what fits in their 
life and who they are,” said Kristi 
Mohrbacher of Littleton, who fled 


Columbine as the gunfire erupt- 
ed. “It’s kind of a part of who I am 
today. I think my priorities might 
be a little bit different if I hadn’t 
had that experience.” 

Just after 11 a.m. on that day. 


Eric Harris, 18, and Dylan Kle- 
bold, 17, stormed the suburban 
school, killing 12 classmates and a 
teacher, and wounding about two 
dozen. The massacre ended with 
the gunmen’s suicides not quite 
an hour later. 

Ireland endured grueling 
therapy to regain the use of his 
legs, and he had to relearn how 
to read, write and talk. He grad- 
uated as valedictorian from Col- 
umbine and magna cum laude 
from Colorado State University. 
Today, he is a field director for 
Northwestern Mutual Finance 
Network and has been married 
for nearly four years. 

Ireland recognizes he’ll long be 
remembered as the face of Colum- 
bine because of his dramatic res- 
cue. And how does he want to be 
remembered? 

“A triumphant recovery and 
success story.” sandy shore (ap)

MEXICO CITY 

Gunmen Ambush Prisoner 
Transfer Convoy, Killing 8 

In the latest of a series of brazen, 
drug-related attacks, gunmen 
ambushed a prisoner transfer con- 
voy in western Mexico, killing eight 
officers in a failed attempt to free 
a high-level cartel member, police 
said Sunday. At least 20 assailants 
fired in three separate gun bar- 
rages Saturday on the column of 
vehicles as it raced between an air- 
port and prison in the Pacific coast 
state of Nayarit, police said, (ap) 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA 

25 Gunmen Kidnap 2 Aid 
Workers in Central Somalia 

About 25 masked gunmen armed 
with machine guns kidnapped two 
European aid workers in central 
Somalia on Sunday, aid workers 
and a witness said. Michel Pere- 
mans, a spokesman for the Bel- 
gian chapter of Medecins Sans 
Frontieres, confirmed that a Dutch 
and a Belgian staff member were 
missing. He declined to say whether 
they had been taken hostage, (ap) 


‘Justice’ Urged for U.S. Journalist 


Iran’s president says 
reporter convicted of 
spying deserves rights 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran’s president 
said Sunday that an American 
journalist convicted of spying for 
the U.S. should be allowed to offer 
a full defense during her appeal, 
a day after she was sentenced to 
eight years in prison. 

The message was a sign that 
Iran’s leadership does not want 


the case to derail moves toward a 
dialogue with the Obama admin- 
istration to break a 30-year diplo- 
matic deadlock. 

President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad sent a letter to 
Tehran’s chief prosecutor instruct- 
ing him to ensure that “suspects 
be given all their rights to defend 
themselves” against the charges. 
“Prepare for the court proceed- 
ings ... to observe and apply justice 
precisely,” the state news agency 
IRNA quoted him as saying. 


The letter came a day after 
Iran announced the conviction 
and sentence for Roxana Saberi, a 
31-year-old dual 
American-Irani- 
an citizen who 
was born in the 
U.S. and raised 
in North Dakota. 
It was the first 
time Iran has 
found an Ameri- 
can journalist guilty of espionage. 
Her lawyer said he’ll appeal. 


President Obama said Sunday 
he was “gravely concerned” about 
Saberi’s safety and was confident 
she wasn’t involved in espionage. 
The U.S. has called the charges 
baseless and said Iran would gain 
U.S. goodwill if it “responded in a 
positive way” to the case. 

“She is an Iranian-American 
who was interested in the coun- 
try which her family came from. 
And it is appropriate for her to be 
treated as such and to be released,” 
Obama said, nasser karimi (ap)

U.S. Boycotts U.N. Racism Meeting 


GENEVA I The United Nations 
opens its first global racism con- 
ference in eight years on Monday 
with the U.S. and at least six other 
countries boycotting the event out 
of concern that Islamic countries 
will demand that it denounce Isra- 
el and ban criticism of Islam. 

The administration of Presi- 
dent Obama announced Saturday 
that it would boycott “with regret” 
the weeklong meeting in Geneva, 
which already is experiencing 
much of the political infighting 
that marred the 2001 conference 
in Durban, South Africa. 

The Netherlands and Germany 
announced their boycotts Sunday, 
and Australia, Canada, Israel and 
Italy already had said they would 
not attend.

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Mandela Gives Zuma Final Boost 


Former South African 
leader endorses ANC s 
presidential candidate 

JOHANNESBURG I Afrail,90-year- 
old Nelson Mandela struggled to 
the stage Sunday at the African 
National Congress’ last rally before 
South Africa’s election, making a 
surprise appearance to the cheers 
of 100,000 supporters. 

He wore a T-shirt emblazoned 
with the face of Jacob Zuma, the 
party’s presidential candidate who 
drew almost as mighty a cheer 
from the fans gathered in central 
Johannesburg days before Wednes- 
day’s parliamentary elections.

Mandela began his visit with a 
drive around a field in a golf cart 
with Zuma at his side. Then Mande- 
la was helped onto the stage, where 
he sat next to his former wife Win- 
nie Madikizela-Mandela, one of the 
ANC’s most popular leaders. 

Mandela did not address the 
crowd but listened as a brief video 
message he had recorded earlier 
was shown on a giant screen. It was 
only the second appearance of this 
campaign for Mandela. 

The theme of the rally, “We are 
winning,” reflected the party’s 
optimism. Considering the ANC’s 
overwhelming popularity, Zuma, 
67, is virtually assured of becoming

Iraqi Parliament 
Elects Speaker 

BAGHDAD I Iraqi lawmakers final- 
ly ended a long political impasse 
by electing a prominent Sunni 
member as the parliament’s new 
speaker, opening the way for law- 
makers to start dealing with criti- 
cal reforms that have been on hold 
for nearly four months.

These days it’s easier 
than ever to get cash 
from unwanted coins 

BOSTON I Nearly all of us have 
spare change piling up in ajar 
or piggy bank, or accumulating 
beneath the couch cushions. But 
$7,000 worth? 

That’s how much Clark Pelling- 
ton’s family has collected in coins 
the past five years. It’s a windfall 
from life’s little transactions — 
change from that cup of coffee, or 
a few dimes back from a toll. 

“I bring home every penny that 
lands in my pocket,” said Felling-

Pellington’s 9 -year-old son and 
5-year-old daughter split the pro- 
ceeds from the family’s coin stash 
but don’t blow it on toys. Once a 
month, the kids round up their 
piggy banks and join mom and 
dad on a trip to a Penny Arcade 
machine at a local TD Bank 
branch. There, they get a penny-

for-penny return for the kids’ sav- 
ings accounts. 

It’s an opportunity that many 
parents can take advantage of. 
However, if you do turn your 
coins in, don’t necessarily expect 
an even exchange. Here are some 
coin- exchange options: 

YOUR BANK: Coin exchange 
policies vary from bank to bank 
and sometimes from branch to 
branch. Generally, banks will give 
you back a full return in bills or a 
credit to your account if you bring 
in coins sorted in rolls. Some banks 
require you to be a customer. 

PENNY ARCADES: You may 
live near one of TD Bank’s Penny 


Arcade machines, located inside 
bank branches. The machines are 
popular because you don’t have 
to sort coins, and there’s no fee 
whether you’re a TD Bank cus- 
tomer or not. 

COINSTAR: The nation’s big- 
gest coin exchanger is Coinstar, 
with its network of machines in 
grocery stores and retailers. Dump 
coins into the machines and you’ll 
get back a voucher. But you pay for 
the convenience: The machines 
charge a processing fee of nearly 
nine cents on the dollar. 

CHARITY: If you’re willing 
to donate your coins for a good 
cause, you can use Coinstar and 
Penny Arcade machines to give 
to a number of charities. Also, 
local fundraising drives frequent- 
ly seek out donors’ spare change.

Police: Man shot his 
family, then himself, 
in Middleton house 

MIDDLETOWN, MD. I Homicide has 
come to this tiny town in central 
Maryland for the first time in at 
least two decades. Police called to 
a pale yellow house Saturday found 
the bodies of a mother, a father and 
their three small children. 

Authorities said Christopher 
A, Wood, 34, killed the others and 
then shot himself. Francie Billot- 
ti-Wood, a 33 -year-old Sunday 
school teacher, and the children 
— boys 5 and 4, and their 2-year- 
old sister — were each shot once 
in the beds where they were found, 
police said. 

Police had never been called 
to the house, and there was no 
known history of domestic vio- 
lence, Frederick County Sheriff 
Charles Jenkins said. 

“In my entire career ... this is 
probably the worst tragedy I’ve 
ever been a part of,” he said. 

Residents were stunned in Mid- 


dletown, a community of about 
4,000 about 10 miles outside the 
city of Frederick, Some said that 
the family seemed happy and that 
the children often played in the 
yard with their dog. All agreed 
that homicides simply do not hap- 
pen in Middletown, 

“It’s just a hard thing to believe 
it happened here,” said Richard 
Griffith, a lifelong resident who 
could recall no killings during 


his 61 years. 

Richard Dietrick, a town com- 
missioner, said he could think of 
virtually no violent crime during 
his 22 years in town, 

“The worst thing I remember 
was two years ago someone lit a 
car on fire — and they were from 
out of town,” he said. “This is dev- 
astating, Way beyond unusual.”

D.C. Out of Sync on Metro Funding 


Virginia and Maryland have agreed 
to terms under which Congress 
would provide a steady stream of 
much-needed federal funding for 
Metro. But the District is weighing 
whether to go along or risk a delay 
by pressing for concessions on the 
makeup of the Metro board. 

Last fall. Congress approved 
spending up to $1.5 billion to main- 


tain the cash-strapped and aging 
Metro system, to be paid out over 
10 years. But before the money can 
be released, Maryland, Virginia and 
the District must each take legisla- 
tive action to modify the regional 
compact that governs the opera- 
tion and funding of Metro, and 
they must agree to match the fed- 
eral funds from dedicated fund- 


ing sources. 

The District’s version is at 
odds with the two states’ legisla- 
tion in that it requires the federal 
government to actually provide 
the funding, not just an autho- 
rization or promise of funds, in 
order for federal members to 
be seated on the Metro board.

I M I TAT 1 0 N I Before stepping into 
the shoes of Steve Lopez for “The 
Soloist” (in theaters Friday), actor 
Robert Downey Jr, made a request 
of the L.A. Times columnist: “Let 
me look through your closet.” 

Lopez’s response was “no.” In 
fact, he had to tell the actor “no” 
a few times. 

“I started to be a little con- 
cerned about what he was really 
after,” the bearded newspaperman 
says with a chuckle. 

Downey, 44, explains that he 
was simply looking for a little 
insight into the man he was going 
to depict on-screen. Instead, the 
actor and the columnist exchanged 
e-mails, chatted over cigars and 
eventually went to the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic together, along with 
Oscar-winner Jamie Foxx and the 
man he depicts on-screen, Nathan- 
iel Ayers, a Juilliard-trained musi- 
cian who wound up living on the 
streets of L.A. and suffering from 
schizophrenic delusions. 

Lopez met Ayers four years ago 
by chance on L,A,’s skid row. Ayers 
was plunking away on a two-string 
violin and obviously had talent. 
Lopez wrote a series of columns 
about Ayers, who also could play 
the cello and piano, and his sad 
journey from promising Juilliard 
student to a mentally ill homeless 
man, A friendship bloomed. The 


columns led to a book. The book 
led to a movie deal. 

But Lopez was adamant 
Downey not imitate him on- 
screen, 

“I was a little concerned that 
if he played me as me, this would 
be a really boring movie, because, 
let’s face it: How exciting are we 
reporters?” Lopez says. 

Foxx, an Academy Award win- 
ner for his portrayal of R&B legend 
Ray Charles in “Ray,” was more 
successful getting into the head 
of the person he portrays. Maybe

“I’ve always had a childhood 
fear about losing my mind,” he 
says. “So, I had to lose my mind 
every day on set, and sometimes 
you don’t have enough time to get 
your mind back by the weekend.

I had no idea the mind could be 
that fragile.” 

In making “The Soloist,” 
Downey discovered a sense of 
humility. 

“It’s feeling kind of right-sized 
when it’s done,” he recalls, “As if 
you weren’t somehow out of bal- 
ance with your own perception 
when you started. Sometimes you 
make a movie and sometimes the

It doesn’t really strike me as an 
overly dark album. It feels ulti- 
mately optimistic. 

I tend toward the optimistic, but 
there’s a lot [about] life and death 
on the record, a lot of reflec- 
tion and searching in the lyr- 
ics. But I don’t think there’s any 
need to be lonely and overtly, 
self-indulgently mournful. That 
wouldn’t serve us, Roi or anybody.

A Windows 
Fixer-Upper 


Microsoft seeks 
distance from Vista 
with its new system 

PC I Julie Larson-Green hopes 
you’ll like Windows 7. If not, well, 
now you and a billion other people 
know who to blame. 

Microsoft Corp. is counting on 
Larson- Green, its head of “Win- 
dows Experience,” to deliver an 
operating system that delights 
the world’s PC users as much as 
its last effort, Vista, disappoint- 
ed them. She’s in charge of a wide 
swath of the system, from the way 
buttons and menus work to get- 
ting the software out in January 
as scheduled. 

Given Microsoft’s history, Lar- 
son-Green’s plan seems downright 
revolutionary: Build an operating 
system that doesn’t require people 
to take computer classes or master 
thick manuals. 

“We want to reduce the amount 
of thinking about the software that 
they have to do, so that they can 
concentrate all their thinking on 
the task they’re trying to get done,” 


Larson- Green said. 

Microsoft relies on Windows 
for half its profit, which helps fuel 
money-losing operations such as 
the pursuit of Google Inc. online. 
Windows was still profitable after 
Vista’s 2007 launch, but its poor 
reception dinged the software 
maker’s reputation at a critical 
time. Vista was designed for pow- 
erful, pricier PCs just as nimble 
rivals like Google were releasing 
Web-based programs that could 
run on inexpensive computers. 
Microsoft appeared to be cling- 
ing to an endangered world order 
that spawned its operating system 
monopoly. 

What’s more, Vista’s initial 
incompatibility with many existing 
programs and devices, and its pes- 
tering security warnings, exposed 
Microsoft to ridicule in Apple Inc. 
commercials that helped Macintosh 
computers gain market share. 

Microsoft’s executives have since 
distanced themselves from Vista, 
acknowledging its flaws. Now the 
company needs Windows 7 to 
widen that distance even more.

When creating Windows 
7, Microsoft did a lot of 
research into how peo- 
ple used the operat- 
ing system. As a result, many 
new features have a backstory. 

I You decide the left-to-right 
order of icons in the task bar 
at the bottom of your screen. 

THE STORY: Microsoft’s research 
showed Vista users commonly 
launching a series of programs, then 
closing and immediately reopening 
some. Microsoft realized that these 
people wanted their programs to 
appear in the same order on the task 
bar every time. 

2 Right-click on a task bar icon 
and get a “jump list,” a menu 
of important or frequently used 
options for the program. 

THE STORY: Microsoft had resisted 
the idea of hiding a key feature behind 
a right click, worried people wouldn’t 
find it. But the data showed most peo- 
ple right-click on icons out of curiosity. 

Drag one open window to the 
left side of the screen, then 
another to the right side to line 
them up side-by-side. 

THE STORY: Microsoft initially fig- 
ured out that people were spend- 
ing lots of time resizing windows and 
dragging them around to give them- 
selves a side-by-side view of docu- 
ments for easy comparison. 

Shake an open window with 
your mouse to make all the 
other ones minimize into the task bar. 
THE STORY: Microsoft’s research 
showed that people often had several 
windows open at once, which gets dis- 
tracting. Shake is a feature designed to 
help people tame all the open windows. 

5 Move your mouse to the bot- 
tom-right corner to make all 
your windows temporarily trans- 
parent. Then click the mouse, and 
all the windows minimize. 

THE STORY: What’s notable here is 
what Microsoft didn’t do. There’s no 
tutorial for the feature, a step toward 
making Windows 7 quieter than Vista.
